ADVISES COST REDUCTION 


Edmonton, Sept. 18.—More than a 
ray of hope to the farmer in the pres- 
ent depressed situation is pointed out 
by Major H. G. L. Strange, of Fenn, 
Alberta, international champion seed 
grain grower. 

There are remedies for depression 
in grain growing and low prices, says 
Major Strange, that rest within the 
hands of the farmer himself and can 
be put into effect without outside aid. 
Every year in the province millions 
of dollars are lost through smut and 
other diseases, through losses due to 
weeds and the use of poor seeds, 


Most of the losses, added Major 
Strange, can: be overcome by the 
farmer himself, and in this manner he 
can aid materially in recouping the 
losses suffered by low prices. 


“The great task of the Canadian 
farmer,” continued Major Strange, 
“as I see .it today, is to use every 
means within his power to maintain 
and increase the grade of his pro- 
ducts and to reduce his costs.” 


“In other words,” said Major 
Strange, “I believe that attention to 
these things will give a greater ef- 
fect .than any ee to increase 
prices.”

$2.50 to $3.50. Canners and cutters 
$1.00 to $2.00; bulls $2.00 to $2.75. 

Salesmen are having no difficulty in 
clearing their receipts of stocker cat- 
tle and have many orders still to be 
Prices on stockers are show- 
ing a firm tone. Stocker steers selling 
at $4.00 to $5.00, the general run of 
heifers going at $4.00 to $4.50 and 
stocker cows at $3.00 to $3.50. 

Calves this week are showing a 
strong tone. Choice light kinds are 
bringing up to $9.00, bulk of the good 
vealers selling at $7.50 to $8.50 and 
common to mediums at $5.00 to $6.00. 

Receipts of hogs so far this week 
have been light. Yesterday a hand- 
ful sold at $11.00 for bacons, $11.50 
for selects and $10.65 for butchers fed 
and watered.

At the outset of hig address Pro- 
fessor Ottewell referred to the in- 
dustrial revolution which had .at last 
struck at the great basic industry of 
this province — agriculture. He said 
it was incorrect to term the present 
era a machine age but it was a power 
age. Every age has been a machine 
age and every civilization has had its 
slaves, he averred. It was the vast 
increase in the use of mechanical 
power that had turned things inside 
out, he said. 

This new slave, mechanical power, 
was at the disposal of agriculture and 
agriculture must take advantage of 
it. 
about 90 per cent of the people were 
engaged in food production. Now the 
perfection of the internal combustion 
jeneiue there is almost no limit to 
what could be done with mechanical 
power. As a result in the near future, 
not more than 10 or 15 per cent of 
the man power will be needed in agri- 
culture and food produétion. If agri- 
culture is the backbone of the nation, 
then machinery is its spinal cord, he 
declared. 

Larger farms and the introduction 
of more mechanical devices.was the 
present movement in agriculture, the 
speaker said. Farms up to 100,000 
acres are now known. Following this 
change less and less persons ‘are 
needed in rural districts in proportion 
to the rest of the population.. Drift- 
ing, unskilled labor is no longer need- 
ed or wanted by the farmers.
